Much has been said about gum- 
mets in a general sort of way and 
from a lawyer's point of view. How- 
ever, as the subject has been treat- 
ed in a very vague, indefinite n!an- 
ner, two bright young science stu- 
dents took it upon themselves to 
chemically analze the gummet, and 
to present their facts to an eager 
public. 

Research Shrouded in Secrecy 

Their main task was, of course, to 
procure a gummet without causing 
undue suspicion or alarm, as the 
supply is at thé present very lim- 
ited. This feat was accomplished by 
the bravery, of the two young scien- 
tists, and the details musi, for ob- 
vious reasons, be omitted from this 
discussion. Then, in the still of the 
night they found their way, with 
the aid of a crowbar. Into one of 
the Chemistry laboratories, and 
prepared for the research which 
might make them famous. 

An otherwise quiet night was oc- 
casionally pierced by slight explo- 
sions, the tinkle of glassware, exe- 
crations, ejaculations, and a bit of 
fiendish lau^ter. The next morning 
they reported to the Daily office 
(one of them minus two fingers, 
which was the result of an explo- 
sion—so he said) and with beam- 
ing faces, presented the result of 
their experimentation, to wit:

The powers of ab- 
sorption aifi tremendous, rivalling 
that of carbon, which is used in 
gaAmasks.

Scienceman Devises 
Novel Latin Sen- 
tence Analyser 

Professor W. H. Scratcher, head 
of the Department of Electro-Chem' 
ical Research at McGill annoiinced 
last night the completion of one of 
the most important inventions o 
the era. After seven years oî in 
tensive research by Johannes 
Bhrando, fifth-year graduate stud 
ent, success has been achieved. The 
new invention is a process for the 
Eiectro-Thermo-Chemical analysis 
of Latin sentences. 

Hitherto, it has been necessary 
for the student wishing to analyse 
the construction of Latin authors to 
spend hours of laborious mental 
work attempting to unscramble the 
practically indecipherable relics of 
the 'grandeur that was Rome.' In 
addition to the work involved, the 
old method was apt to tiurn out re- 
sults that were highly inaccurate at 
times. It was particularly suscep- 
tible to the whims, foibles and 
mocds of the student. 

Under the new system, all the 
puzzled student has to do is to feed 
the section of page containing the 
sentence concerned into a slot on 
the top of the machine. Then, by a 
combination of electrical and chem- 
ical action, at the appropriate tem- 
perature, the sentence is broken up 
into fragments. The machine, by 
means of transmitted light acting on 
a photo-electric cell of a new and 
highly complicated design, *is able 
to distinguish the subtle changes in 
the ink of the fragments concerned 
as well as the slight differences in 
intensity caused by the different 
actions of the various parts of the 
sentence. Each fragment is then 
automatically printed onto a mov- 
ing strip of film together with the 
appropriate symbol used to desig- 
nate its purpose in the sentence. 

When the sentence is first placed 
in the machine, it is printed as a 
whole on a piece of special film,

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The Case for Arts 
and Science 

Although the Facuhy of Arts and Sci- 
ence has lately come to be thought of as 
merely a steppinp-?tone to (hr Tacultics of 
Engineering, Medicine and Law, at the 
end of three years there still remain a 
goodly number of students who have no 
intention of continuing college at the con- 
clusion of their courses in Arts and Sci- 



ence. 

Whatever 



their education has been, 



general or specialized, they too are set to 
make their mark in the world. The posi- 
tions they fill cannot but be filled by com- 
petently trained persons, and at the end 
of four years graduates in Arts and Sricncc 
are definitely competent. Competent to 
become Teachers, Economists, Biologists, 
or Psychologists. But mainly they are 
competent to face the world with a keen 
■vision and clear understanding of what U 
taking place; and to judge themselves and 
others, not with any personal bias, but 
with ilie academic vision of the scholar. 

There are verj* few scholars remaining 
in the world today. The true study of the 
Arts has been decided on by the majority, 
as being too impractical, too much re- 
moved from the" people and events of this 
present-day world, but such is not the case. 
Students of the Arts are forever studying 
tbe present in the light of the past, which 
is only a mirror of the future. Historj' 
repeats itself, it has truly been said, and 
the problems of today are not so far re- 
moved from those of the past as some 
would have us think. 

Without the An*. Science would be- 
conie a dry inhuman thing, used only as a 
meaas to an end, that end having nothing 
whatever to do with a desire for knowl- 
edge, consisting merely in the memorizing 
of a certain amount of material and learn- 
ing its applications to the particular pur- 
pose for which it is intended. Arts and 
Science go hand in hand. Neither could do 
■without the other, for each presents only 
half the picture of modern civilization. 

Countries such as Germany began, 
even before the present war, a gradual dis- 
sociation of the Arts from the Sciences. 
The result has been doctors, and engineers, 
and scientists of all kinds who, though they 
have a high practical knowledge of their 
work, have extremely little of the theor- 
etical knowledge which is an absolutely 
necessarj'- supplement to the practical. 
That is why degrees from a large num- 
ber of' German universities were not ac- 
cepted anywhere but in places where the 
Qerman influence was predominant. 

Without the arts and sciences little 
wçuld be left of the present-day civiliza- 
tion. They might be said to be civilization 
itaelf; and so long as their study contin- 
uep, we may expect progress. The Faculty 
of Arts and Science is much like a sieve 
which sifts the great from the ordinary 
fplk, and it is from the former that aid to 
progress may be expected, and usually does 
result. ' 

Progress involves building for a better 
tomorrow, and without Arts and Science 
/fçulties there would be no tomorrow.

nothing like those of students mentioned 
above) are too wearied after their day of 
lectures to attend this event? 

Our old 
friend Arts Apathy has reared his ugly 
head. The graduating class, who should 
turn out en masse for tliis, tlicir farewell 
banquet) have shown as little interest as 
anyone. The rest of the years have been 
equally apathetic. It will also be interest- 
ing 10 see how many of those candidates 
from the Faculty of Arts who are running 
in the coming campus election will be 
present. Those who would lead the stu- 
dents on the campus have an opportunity 
now to show their interest in the Faculty 
welfare. 

Arts and 
Science men can still uphold the honour 
of the Faculty by obtaining tickets for 
this evening's event this morning. A table 
will be set up in the vestibule of the Arts 
Building with a member of the Committee 
present, in a last minute endeavour to 
boost sales.

This film i.s sent automatically to 
the outgoing end of the machine 
and as the various fragments come 
out of the analysis stage on the 
moving strip of film already men- 
tioned, they are cut up and sorted 
automatically into the original or- 
der, each fragment retaining its 
distinctive marking of the result of 
the analysis. 

Thus the student received from 
the apparatus a section of film with 
the sentence correctly rendered on 
it, and with each syllabic marked 
with a distinctive marking to show 
what part it plays in the construc- 
tion of the sentence. All that re 
mains for the student to do is to 
memorize the meaning of the vari- 
ous markings and he can then read 
off the sentence correctly analyzed 
as easily as a stenographer can 
read off shorthand. 

The whole process takes no more 
than 45 minutes for the average 
sentence from Livy, while some of 
Pliny's worst examples can be cor^ 
rectly rendered in an hour at the 
most. However, Bhrando iias 
hopes of speeding the process up 
considerably. Even at its present 
speed the advantages of the sen 
tence analyser are obvious if one 
compares its workings with the 
difficult and tedious mental pro- 
cesses usually involved. 

As yet the process can only be 
used for single sentences, although 
production can be stepped, a second 
sentence being introduced when Uie 
first is about half-way through the 
analysis stage. It has not worked 
for paragraphs, although an im- 
proved model may be forthcoming 
.soon which will be able to annly.sc 
whole groups of sentences at a time. 
The machine as presently constitut- 
ed' is not able to sort out the great 
quantity of similar parts to befound 
in any ordinary paragraph. 

Commenting on this discovery in 
an interview l;i.st night, Professor 
Scratchor .said that he saw In this 
invention a further link between 
Artsmen and Sclcncemen.
